W ASHINGTON, Sept. 2— (A P ) 
— An Am erican army of wartim e 
strength may be needed long after 
the defeat of Germany and J apan, 
General George C. M arshall be­ 
lieves, but he feels that the armed 
forces in peace years should con­ 
sist 
of 
the 
“ sm allest 
ix issible” 
number of professional soldiers. 
M arshall has issued a directive 
to 
all 
officers 
concerned 
with 
post-w ar 
m ilitary 
organization 
that a large standing army “ has 
no place among the institutions of 
a modern dem ocratic state.” 
The chief of staff said, how ever, 
that 
he 
assumed 
that 
congress 
would approve a policy of uni­ 
versal 
m ilitary training 
for all 
youths, under which “ every able- 
bodied young American shall be 
trained to defend his country.” 
Form Citizens’ Reserves, 
Such reserves, after their dis­ 
charge 
from 
training, 
M afshall 
said, should form the citizens’ re­ 
serves of the regular army. He 
added that nations w hich choose a 
large standing army for a protect­ 
ing force autom atically concen­ 
trate their control of m ilitary pol­ 
icy “ in a special class or caste of 
professional soldiers.” 
“ This is the system of Germany 
and J apan,” the chief of staff’s 
directive said. “ It produces highly 
efficient armies. But it is open to 
serious political objections. In a 
nation m aintaining such a system , 
intelligent opinion as to m ilitary 
policy (and the international po­ 
litical policy associated therew ith) 
is concentrated in a special class." 
M arshall suggested as the sec­ 
ond type of peacetim e m ilitary 
establishm ent one “ no larger than 
necessary to m eet normal peace­ 
time 
requirem ents” 
but

could be reinforced “ in tim e of 
em ergency” by organized reserves.
